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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 13 and 14 raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search.

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The argument that the amendment to claims 6 and 7 did not distinguish the claims from 
the reference cited, so the final rejection should be withdrawal is not persuasive. In the broadest 
term, diagram the two claimed processes (claims 6&7 before and after amendment) and one 
would see that there is slightly different between the two processes. Even if the two claimed 
processes are essentially the same or identical, a final rejection is still proper because applicant 
had added claims 8-10, which are dependent on claims 6 and 7 and the limitations in claims 8- 
10 contain new matters/issues. 

The argument that the system of US '854 does not have a reflux separator and does not 
suggest delivering any portion of liquid residue remove form the first pressure separator 44 to a 
reflux separator is not persuasive. From Figure 1, a portion of the first liquid (17), from 
separator 44 is passed (lines 21 to 59 to 62) into separator 52, which has a vapor outlet (22) and a 
liquid outlet (20) as claimed. Separator 52 is function as the claimed reflux separator. It is 
reminded that patentability is base on the function of the equipment of its name.
